ure of the report, in the opinion of naval ex- 
perts, is the fact that he reduced the range to 


less than 2,000 yards and yet escaped with-. 


out injury. This shows, first, that the shore 
batteries were less strong than was antici- 
pated and that in all probability the pre- 
liminary bombardment some days ago was 
more effective than Spanish reports made 
out. Cruising along the shore at the dis- 
tance of about a mile every gun in Samp- 
son’s fleet mustihave been effective, and 
many of the shore fortifications are now 
probably little better than shapeless jneape 
of ruins. 

It is believed that. the fleet mest have 
been able at that short range not only to 
destroy Morro Castle, on the shore, but all 
the interior batteries along the neck of the 
bottle as far as Gorda Point. No mention 
was made in the Admiral’s report of the de- 
struction of the old cruiser Reina Mercedes, 
but the department accepts the press re- 
ports as accurate because they evidently 
come from Spanish sources, and particular 
mention is made of losses of officers and 
men in the navy. The Keina Mercedes was 
‘a sister ship to the Reina Christina, which 
Dewey blew out of the water in Manila Bay. 
‘Neither one of the two Queens wag rated as 
a first-class fighting ship, in spite of the 
fact that they had a nominal armament 
which would rank them up with the smaller 
cruisers. They were both steel ships, and 
were supposed to carry six six-inch Hontoria 
rifles, besides a large secondary battery. 


Many Fleet Guns Destroyed. 

It is understood here that the guns on the 
Reina Mercedes were dismounted some time 
ago and used in the shore batteries as far 
as they were fit for use anywhere, but the 
latest reports are that the ship had only a 
few small guns and the vessel had evidently 
been practically dismantled some time ago. 

From private reports receivedf at the 
Navy department it, is believed that all 
the smaller guns on Admiral Cervéra’s four 
cruisers were alsq taken ashore ani put into 
the land batteries. It is thereforé possible 
that Sampson may have silenced @ number 
of these guns and thus indirectly have crip- 
pled the Spanish fleet. Each of Cervera’ s 
cruisers carried ten five and one-half inch 
rapid fire guns, and if there were the proper 
machinists and ordnance Officers in Santiago 
these guns could easily have been mounted 
in the batteries protecting the nee, or 
have been used to establish:a new fort on

Carranza Sure to Be Deported. 
Cable dispatches from London report that 


| Ambassador Hay has had a long conference 


with the Foreign office in regard to Cuba, 
after receiving cable instructions from 
Washington. As nearly as can be learned 
the Ambassador's conference was based on 
the publication of the Carranza letter and 
the demand of this country for the expul- 
sion of that intelligent Spanish spy from 
Canadian territory. The State department 
here takes the ground that as Carranza has 
not been accredited to Great Britain and as 
this country is at war with Spain he is en- 
titled to.no diplomatic courtesy and muzi be 
treated solely as a naval officer of Spain con- 
ducting operations hostile to the’ United 
States on neutral territory., The declara- 
tion of neutrality by Great Britain has been 


| more detailed and far-reaching than that of 


any other country, and it provides exactly 
for just such cases. 

The battle of Manila was fought because 
Great Britain required Dewey’s ships to 
leave Hongkong, and the same strict ad- 
herence to the neutrailty iaws, it is claimed 
by the State department, should result in the 
immediate deportation of Carranza, who ad- 
mits in his letter that he has beer conduct- 


ing a spy bureau. The Spanish naval at-’ 


taché claimed that he had been .misrepre- 


-sented, and that not only was the transla- 


tion unfair, but that certain things had 
been interpolated in his famous letter after 
it reached Washington. 

To disprove these charges Chief Wilkie 
had photographs made of Carranza’s letter, 
and they have been submitted to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador at 
Washington, who has cabied his govern- 
ment now that the letter as published is 
absolutely authentic. As a result of this it 
is believed at the State department that 
orders have already been sent to the Domin- 
ion authorities to have Carranza deported as 
soon as the proceedings instituted against 
him by Detective Kellert can be disposed of. 

Reports from Montreal are to the effect 
that Carranza will not go back to Spain 
under any circumstances, but will sail to 
South America in the hope of making his 
way to Cuba, and there, by some particular 
act of bravery, forestall the punishment

ADMIRAL CERVERA’S REPORT. 

Madrid, June 7.—The following official dispatgh has. 
been received from Admiral Cervera: 

“Six American vessels have bombarbed the fortifi- 
cations at Santiago and along the adjacent coast. Six 
officers and men were killed and seventeen were 
wounded on board the Reina Mercedes; three officers 
were killed and an officer and seventeen men were 
wounded among the troops.

Just as these stray shells were causing a 
panic in the city the news came that General 
Garcia was making an attack in force on the 
city from the northwest.

Several merchant vessels were run ashore, 
their crews abandoning them. It was sup- 
posed that the American fleet would come 
right into the bay and attack Cervera and 
the Spanish sailors thought that !f they re- 
mained afloat they would be taken as pris- 
oners of war. 
‘The Reina Mercedes lay directly in range 
of those American ships which steamed into 
‘ the channel. .The Second Commodore, or 
navigation officer, whose name is given as 
Bandini, and five gunners were killed out- 
right, Lieutenant Victor de Castro and many 
others ‘being seriously wounded. The num- 
ber of wounded is given as high as sixty- 
- three, but exact figures are not obtainable. 

‘When the American fire slackened some- 
what a mob formed, shouting for Cervera 
to steam out and drive away the Americans, 
as his officers had boasted he would do. Of- 
ficérs and, men who had deserted the Reina 
Mercedes were jeered and stoned in the 
street. The fiercest fighting, however, was 
toward the sea. There the fire of the Ameri- 
can ships covered the landing of a large force 
near Baiquiri. The Spaniards declare they 
defeated two efforts’to land, but stragglers 
say the Americans have taken a position 
and fortified it with machine guns, with 
which the Spanish artillery is insufficiently 
supplied. 

In the attack at Aguadores the Spanish 
artillery suffered heavily. Colonel Ordonez, 
a famous artillerist, was badly wounded, and 
Is said to be dying. Captain Sanchez and 
Lieutenant Yrizar of the artillery, and Lieu- 
tenants Perez and Garcia of the infantry, 
with twenty-one soldiers, were wounded. 
. Fresh graves near the scene of fighting in-_ 
dicate that there were many Killed, and it 
is evident the Spanish were driven back. 


Report of American Losses. 
The American loss is believed to be heavy. 


In‘ fact, the Spanish officers assert that two 
boats containing marines were sunk and 
many of the inmates drowned or killed. 
spanish reports state, too, that the Amer-_ 
icans carried many dead and wounded back 
to the ships. 

Spanish officers in thé cafés were gloomy, 
though occasionally cheering under orders 
from General Linares, to make a show of 
confidence and satisfaction. Many of the 
inhabitants are making arrangements to 
welcome the Americans, fearing that the end. 
is. near, and that if the city is given over to 
the insurgents there will be looting and 
rapine. 

‘It is wondered here why the American 
ships withdrew, as they seemed at one time 
to have the city at theirmercy. There has 
been a lull today, but the general feeling 
is that Admiral Sampson will order a night 
attack, the report being that many trane- 
ports with troops have joined the fleet. 
‘Accounts disagree as to whether warships 
can pass the wreck of: the Merrimac, Cer- 
tainly vessels of small draft can do s0, 
and officers of Cervera’s squadron have 
been laughing at the obstruction, saying 
they could remove itin halfan hour. With 
Admiral Sampson in control of the mouth - 
_of the harbor, however, no work could be 
done on the wreck. 

There is little hope bef among Spanish 
sympathizers. 


‘Will Attack the Cubans. . 


Before a break occurred in the connection

SANTIAGO UNDER HEAVY FIRE. 


Terrific Bombardment from American | 
Ships, Destroying Forts and Kill- 
ing and Wounding Spaniards.

MONTEREY ON WAY TO MANILA. 


London, June_8.—The Hongkong corre- 
epondent of the Daily Mail says that Unit- 
ed States Consul Wildman has received the 
following letter from, Aguinaldo, the insur- 
gent leader, in the PWlippines: 

“ Before opening an attack upon any town 
J summon the Spanish officer in command to 
gurrender. In one case one of the officers 
s0 summoned replied by stating that the gar- 
rison was-not quite ready to fight, and he 
asked me if I would defer the attack for 
“three hours. I complied. 

“The first engagement we had with the 
Spanish occurred on May 28, when we cap- 
tured nineteen men,*® with their arms and 
ammunition. Toward evening we hemmed 
them in. One hundred and ninety Cazedores 
and seventy loyal! natives participated. We 
lost four killed. The Spaniards lost sixteen 

killed, including one officer. The result of 
this engagement was that fighting became 
_general throughout the Province of Cavite. 
After four days’ fighting over 2,000 Spaniards 
were taken prisoners, including many offi- 
cers, and General Leopoldo Pana, Governor 
of Cavite, who handed me his sword, re- 
volver, and golden belt, and a formal letter 
of surrender.”’ 

I American naval Captain writes as fol- 
ws: 
“In my opinion the rebels have unécer- 

gone a radical change since the advent of 

Aguinaldo. The Spaniards have lost all 

during ‘the time he has been here and if our 

people do not hurry there won’t be any 

Spanish army left at the end of the fight. 

The American ships have taken no pari in 

the fighting. Neither boats nor men have 

been landed. 

* Aguinaldo is doing splendid work. Mon- 
day' last week he routed the Spaniards, tak- 
ing 400 prisoners, among them twenty- 
eight officers. On the Wednesday follow- 
ing he took fifty prisoners and four field 
pieces in a battle at a point between Cavite 


and Manila. On Thursday he had cornered . 


150 Spaniards in an old church at Cavite, and 
not caring to bombard he was starving them. 
He treats his prisoners well. 

“Four towns are now in the possession 
of the rebels. It is reported that the Gov- 
ernor General of the Philippines wanted to 
surrender, but his officers prevailed upon 
him to holdout. The capital of the Province 
of Batangas has been taken by the insur- 
gents and the Governor attempted to com- 
mit suicide. The Governor of Malabar is 
also a prisoner. The insurgents of the 
other provinces are advancing on Manila.”’ 

The Hongkong correspondent of the Times 
says: 

**A proclamation issued by Aguinaldo, the 
insurgent chief, points to desire to set up 
a native administration in the Philippines 


under an American protectorate. Aguin- 


aldo, with an advisory council, would hold 
the dictatorship until the conquest of the 
islands and would then establish a _repub- 
-lican assembly. 

**Aguinaldo has issued orders that the 
lives and property of Europeans, Chinese, 
and all Spanish non-combatants are to be 
protected and that all excesses are to be 
avoided.” 

The Manila railway company has received 
the following dispatch from its superin- 
tendent at Manila: 

- “The line has been cut in the first sec- 
tion, the rails have been removed, and there 
is no means of communication between the 
second and third sections. Traffic is sus- 
pended. The rebels are surrounding Manila 
and an attack is expected any day.”

FOUR MEN COME FROM DEWEY. 


Participants in the Battle of Manila 
Relate Details of the Bril- 
liant Victory 


San Francisco, Cal., June 7.—Among the 
passengers who arrived on the Belgic today 
from Hongkong were four men who partici- 
pated in the fight of Manila Bay on May 1. 
They were Paymaster G. A. Loud of the 
dispatch boat McCulloch, Dr. Charles P. 
Kindleberger, surgeon of the Olympia; 
‘Ralph Phelps, secretary to the Captain of 
the McCulloch; and J. C. Evans, guuner of 
the Boston. They left Manila 6n May 5. 

Dr. Kindleberger and Gunner Evans are 
going home on account of expiration of their 
sea time, Paymaster Loud and Mr. Phelps 
are here on business and will return to the 
McCulloch, 

They all speak of the valor and determina- 
tion.of their opponents in the battle of Ma- 
nila. They say that the Spaniards fought 
bravely, even after the last vestige of hope 
had gone, and staid by their guns as long as 
they could be used. Dr. Kindleberger gives 
a graphic account of the terrific fight. He 
was on the Olympia through it all. 

In the first assault the flagship took the 
lead, the other vessels following in its wake 
at four ship’s lengths. The Spanish fleet 
was approached by laps, each turn bringing 
the contestants nearer together. By this 
plan the American vessels frequently poured 
broadsides into the enemy, but were them- 
selves more exposed to fire. 

At one time the smoke became so dense 
that it was necessary to draw aside, allow- 
ing the cloud to lift. The vessels were ex- 
amined and it was found that they had sus- 
tained no damage. Breakfast was served 
to the men and in a few minutes they re- 
entered the fight with the greatest enthu- 
siasm. The second fight was even more 
fierce than the first. It was in that that the 
Baltimore was struck. 

During the first fight the Spanish Admiral’s 
ship put bravely out of the line to meet the 
Olympia. The entire American fleet con- 
centrated fire on it and it was so badly in- 
jured that it turned around to put back. At 
this juncture the Olympia let fly an eight- 
inch shell, which struck the enemy’s stern 
and pierced through almost its entire length, 
exploding finally in the engine-room, wreck- 
ing the machinery. This shell killed the 
Captain and sixty men and set the vessel on 
fire. 

In the heat of the fight two torpedo boats 
moved out to attack the fleet. They wereal- 
lowed to come w thin 800 yards, when a 
fusillade from the Olympia sent one to the 
bottom with all on board and riddled the 
other. The second boat was later found | 
turned up on the beach.

DENTISTS CHARGE 
STATE BOARD WITH 
TRADING IN LICENSES. 


sociation Makes Serious Allega- 
tions Against Appointees of Gov. 
Tanner —Dr. Smyser’s Reply. 


The State Board of Dental Examiners was 
accused of unfair methods at a mass-meet- 
ing of dentists held last evening at the 
Tremont House. The meeting was called by 
Dr. Thomas Roberts, former President of 
the Northwestern Dental School, and was 
attended by fifty dentists. It was claimed 
who was the principal 
speaker, that the Board of Examiners and 
its agents were granting licenees to persons 
not entitled to them and withholding them 
from others who refused to pay. Governor 
Tanner was arraigned for the appointment 
of the present board. The legal amount for 
a dentist’s license, said Dr. Roberts, is $1, 
and in many cases 25 centS more was ex- 
acted. Practitioners who refused to comply 
with the exorbitant demands of the board, 
he said, were subjected to annoyance and 
persecution. 

Another meeting will be held next Tues- 
day, at which an attempt will be made to 
effect a permanent Organization to take up 
the fight for the removal or reform of the 
board. 

While the Tremont House gathering was 
in session a meeting of a different nature was 
held in the Stewart Building, where the 
members of the Chicago Dental society had 
assembled to attend their last meeting of the 
season... There were addresses by Drs. C. 
E. Bentley, J. E. Wyman, E. L. York, and 
Cc.

‘*I have the support of every dentist of 
any standing in Chicago and in the State,” 
said Dr. J. H. Smyser, Secretary of the State 
Dental board, last evening. “* The dentists 
‘who are opposing the law are not regular 
dentists, nor, for the most part, dentists 
of accredited schools. They are not mem- 
bers of the State Dental society. A large 
part of them belong to fake dental insti- 
tutions.

Disco rd Marks Social Demoe- 
racy’s First Convention. 


LEADERS REFUSE OFFICE 


Admittance of Chicago Delegates 
Causes Trouble. 


SPLIT OVER COLONIZATION. 


Debs’ Social Democracy, upon the opening 
of its first annual convention in Uhlich’s 
Hall yesterday, faced three factors that 
threaten to end its career. First, Eugene V. 
Debs and W. E. Burns, the strongest official 
pillars of the organization, announced they 
were not candidates for rénomination as 
President and Vice President. Secondly, a 
row was precipitated over the proposition 
to admit eleven delegates from new Chicago 
branches, Thirdly, the crucial question 
whether the organization shall become po- 
litical or continue its colonization policy 
loomed up in a manner that showed a sharp 
diversity of sentiment. | 

President: Debs opened the meeting at 10 
o'clock with general remarks about the or- 
ganization. He declared his lack of sympa- 
thy with the present war. None of the mem- 
bers had enlisted, he said. It was a war of 
capital and labor they were interested jn. 
He offered various objections to the admin- 
istration, and sald that If the people wanted 
to relieve aggravated conditions, there were 
plenty in our own country. The remedy, he 
said, was social democracy. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Debs an- 
nounced that he was positively not a candi- 
Gate for any office. This, it is thought, will 
greatly weaken the organization, especially 
so since W. E. Burns, the Vice President, 
will also decline renomination. 

The Committee on Credentials returned a 
report which caused a discussion that lasted 
until the session was adjourned. Chairman 
J. C. De Armond declared that the commit- 
tee had decided to admit to a vote the eleven 
delegates representing newly formed Chi- 
cago branches This was objected to by Sec- 
retary Keliher, who maintained that the 


_ branches in question had been formed within 


the last few days for the purpose of “ stuf- 
fing "’ the convention; and no conclusion was 
arrived at when the convention adjourned. 

Emma Goldman, the well-known Anar- 
chist, was present, but did not present her 
credentials. 

Mr. Berger of Milwaukee and his party 
etrongly favor having the Social Democracy 
declare itself as a political organization, 
while Emma Goldman is partial to the col- 
onization faction. Before the close of the 
convention this question must be settled. 

The Executive board, in whose hands the 
conducting of the present convention is 
placed, consists of the following members: 

E. V. Debs, President; W. E. Burns, Vice 
President: James Hogan, Treasurer; T. 
Keliher, Secretary; and R. M. Goodwin.

meet the guests. On the arrival of the 
train the visitors disembarked and took 
carriages. 

The teachers of the State held a meeting in 
the Senate Chamber from 9 a. m. to 1 p. m., 
when State Superintendent Emery called the 
meeting to order.

LATEST WAR NEWS... 
‘The news from Santiago is of a stirring 
character. The bombardment of the forti- 
fications at the mouth of the harbor, which 
began on Saturday last, was resumed Mon- 
day morning at 7:80 and continued until 11 
o'clock. It is evident the attack was in- 
tended to cover the landing, probably of ma- 
rines, from the fleet, whose purpose it was 
to establish a depot, land supplies and siege 
guns, communicate with the insurgents, and 
prepare the way for sg abana by the

The bottled-up Cervera, who would serfd 
as roseate a dispatch as possible, reports 
to the Spanish government that six Amer- 
ican vessels had bombarded the fortifica- 
tions and Santiago, but that the damage 
was “unimportant,” though he concedes 
that six men were killed and seventeen 


would indicate that important damage was 
inflicted upon that cruiser and that three 
officers were killed and eighteen soldiers 
wounded, probably in the engagement with 


the marines. Admiral Sampson, on the 


other hand, notifies the Navy department 
that the forts were bombarded and “ entire- 
ly silenced,” which would not have been 
the case had the damage been unim-- 
portant, as asserted by the Spanish 
Admiral. It is evident there were no casu- 
alties on our side or any damage to the 
fleet or he would have been likely to men- 
tion them. 

Other and unoffictal reports state that im- 
mense damage was inflicted upon the enemy, 
that the cruiser Reina Mercedes was badly 
crippled, and that the Morro, Socapa, and 
Punta Gorda forts were substantially de- 
molished. The havoc wrought by the fleet 
is further demonstrated by the successful 
landing of the marines, which appears to 
have been made at Aguadores, a little to 
the east of the entrance of the bay. The 
forts being silenced and the Spanish fleet 
bottled up it will now be possible to land 
the troops, which are already on the sea, and 
make a close attack upon Santiago itself. 

It will be grateful news to an impatient 
people that the President has personally 
directed General Shafter to leave Tampa 
with his 20,000 troops at once, that the 
transports were to sail for Santiago last. 
night, and ‘that the Secretary of War, in

GOES REPUBLICAN. 

The Republicans have carried Oregon, 
electing their State ticket, the two Con- 
gressmen, and a majority of the members 
of the Legislature. When that Legislature 
meets it will elect a gold standard Re- 
publican Senator to fill the seat left vacant 
by the expiration of Sepator Mitchell’s term 
a year ago. 

In 1896 McKinley carried Oregon by a 
majority of 2,000 over Bryan. One Re- 
publican Congressman had a plurality of 
63 votes, .and the other of 378. 
This year the Republican candidate for 
Governor has a plurality of 10,000 over his 
fusion opponent. One Republican Con- 
gressman has a plurality of more than 
2,000 and the other of nearly 5,000. The 
Legislature stands on joint ballot Re 
publicans, 67, opposition, 23. There was a 
“ middle-of-the-road ” Populist ticket in the 
field, but it got only a small number of votes. 
The Republicans would have swept the 
decks by a great majority if there had been 
a complete fusion of the cheap money men. 
- The campaign was fought on financial is- 
sues, The fusionists stood up for the Chi- 
cago platform, the free, coinage of silver 
at the. ratio of 16 to 1, the debasement of 
the currency, and the use of cheap silver 
dollars retroactively in the payment of 
débts contracted on the gold standard basis. 
The Republicans contended fearlessly for 
the gold standard and the maintenance 
of the value of the money of the country. 
The Republicans were more outspoken and 
unequivocal in their utterances than in 
1896 and that helped them to win their 
great victory. , | 

‘They were, aided also by the advance 
towards prosperity. ‘The Oregon farmers 
have been receiving during the last year 
and a half high prices in gold value money 
for their wheat, Wool, and other products, 
and they»do not have that affection for 
cheap money which many of them displayed 
two years ago. There are no more indica- 
tions in Oregon than there were in Rhode 
Island two months ago of the political re-

The high prices current for the best part 
of a year past are doubtless largely re 
sponsible for the enormous crops in prospect. 
Under the magic influence of “dollar 
wheat” no ordinary power could have pre- 
vented a largely increased acreage. Wheth- 
er or not the same conditions of domestic 
requirements and foreign demand prevail 
when the present crop shall be ready for 
market, the entire agricultural class is ap- 
parently in a fair way to enjoy much the 
same degree of prosperity as came to it 
through the marketing of the 97 crop. 

What has been said of wheat pros 
pects applies with equal force to othergrain 
and to pretty much the entire line of farm 
products raised for market. Not all the 
interest is in wheat, although, being the 
more valuable of all the crops, common con- 
sent places it at the head of the list. Allthe 
indications point to harvests of astonishing- 


ly large proportions.

' estimated yield is forty mil- 
lion bushels, or nearly double what it was 
last year.

ton President McKinley 1s exceedingly 


anxious for peace with Spain, and has given 
a favorable answer to certain suggestions 
which have been made by that nation or 
by its friends looking in that direction, as 
well as by continental powers which are 


naturally anxious to benefit by the war and 


are as naturally solicitous lest the United 
States may gain some material advantages 
if the war is prolonged. No objection can 
be found with the President for wanting 
peace. We are not making war for the 
sake of war or because we believe that a 
condition of war is preferable to a condition 
of peace, but there are certain principles 
at stake in this contest—political, humane, 
and progressive. Would it not be well to 


be certain that these principles will be se- 


cure before we talk too much about peace? 
Would it not be well if the President should 
refrain from talking about peace until the 
time is ripe for it? Would it not be well 
for us to wait until Spain begins to talk 
about peace and in the meantime keep on 
acting, and acting a little more vigorously 
than we have been doing? In the words of 
Captain Mahan: “ War once declared must 
be waged offensively, aggressively. The 
enemy must not be fended off, but smitten 
down. Until down he must be struck in- 
cessantly and remorselessly.” When this 
has been done the President need not fear 
that Spain will not clamor for peace and 
clamor vociferously. 

Before we have peace with Spain we must 
first have something to show for having 
gone to war. The Spaniards are still in 
possession of Cuba, of Puerto Rico, and of 
the Philippines. They must be driven out 
of all three of these islands completely by 


further fighting, when they will be allowed 
to leave at once, speedily and peaceably. 
We have a fleet of over seventy war ves 
sels in West Indian waters and a victorious 
fleet in Philippine waters, The latter may 
not have to do much more firing after Gen- 
eral Merritt arrives with his troops. The 
former, however, has not yet executed its 
contract. In the words of fighting Bob 
Evans: “ We are billed to smash the whole 
outfit.” We have 100,000 volunteer sol- 
diers at Chickamauga, Washington, New 
Orleans, Mobile, San Francisco, Tampa, 
and Key West, uniformed, armed, drilled, 
and receiving pay.

THE CAROLINE ISLANDS ALSO. 

The Caroline Islands should be rescued 
from the always curseful rule of Spain. 
This group of islands, hundreds in number, 
sometimes known as the Micronesian Is- 
lands, is situated east of the Philippines 
and north of New Guinea, between the 
third degree and eleventh degree north lati- 
tude. Although something had been known 
about them for over 300 years, they were 
regarded as belonging to nobody in par- 
ticular; in fact, rather exceptionally as be- 
longing naturally to themselves. 

A little less than fifty years ago the Ameri- 
can Board of Foreign Missions, having had 
such success in Christianizing the Ha- 
waiians, sent a few missionaries with their 
wives to certain of the Caroline Islands. 
These were soon reinforced by other mis- 
sionaries. The natives were mostly of the 
cannibal grade of savagery. It was not 
long, however, before remarkable changes 
began to take place, similar to what had 
been witnessed in Hawaii. The work 
spread from one island to another, largely 
by means of native Christian teachers. 


Ten years ago nearly fifty churches had been 


formed, having bésides the American mis- 
sionaries fifteen native pastors, five 
languages hat! beeg reduced to writing, and 
school books printed in each of them. 
About this time Spain began to set 
envious eyes on these newly civilized 
islands. The Pope decreed that they be- 
longed to it, so just nine years ago 
a Spanish warship, having on board a 
Governor, six priests, fifty soldiers, and 
twenty-five convicts, arrived at the island 
of Ponapes and demanded submission on the 
part of the natives. The venerable mis- 
sionary, the Rev. E. T. Doane, who had been 
with them for over thirty years and who 
had done his best to prevent forcible re- 
sistance, was arrested and imprisoned. 
Nevertheless the natives rose against the 
invaders and put to death the Governor and 
nearly all his officers. Another Spanish 
Governor, sent to take his place, rein- 
forced by a gunboat and six hundred soldiers 
from Manila, completed the devastation and 
the conquest, and the missionaries were 
driven off the islands. At the time the 
American government tamely submitted to 
the outrage upon its citizens resident on 
the islands, although it did finally secure 
the payment of a few thousand dollars in- 
demnity for the destruction of their proper- 
ty. All in all there had been expended, it 
is said, not far from $1,000,000 by the 
mission society in lifting the people up from 
savagery to a real civilization. - 
- The various islands comprising the group 
known as Carolines, have an area of about 
600 square miles and a population variously 
estimated at from 35,000 to 50,000. They 
are divided by the Spaniards into the West- 
ern, better known as the Pelew, the Central, 
known as the Carolines proper, and the 
Eastern, or Mulgrave Archipelago. Though 
of volcanic origin and surrounded by coral 
reefs, they are well wooded and fertile, 
and produce sugar and tropical fruits in 
abundance. ‘I'here is one excellent harbor 
in the Central group. It will now bea 
fine bit of poetic justice when, as one 
of the issues of the war, these is- 
lands are restored to those who have made 
life worth living among them.

AcProtracted War. 


Chicago Evening Journal: The Spanish 
war should have passed into history two 
weeks ago. Had proper diligence been exer- 
cised it would have been all over but paying 
the indemnity. 

At the outbreak of the war the navy was 
prepared. With the exception of the auxil- 
lary cruisers, dispatch boats, and colliers, 
always ready to be impressed, and the two or 
three vessels bought abroad, it was the same 
navy that is attempting to operate against 
the enemy today.

The Pelayo, 
a battleship of nearly 9,900 tons and perhaps 
16% knots, has a water-line belt nearly 18 
inches thick at the maximum, and carries 
two 12%4-inch, two 11-inch, and nine 54-inch 
guns, with other pieces, besides seven tor- 
pedo tubes. The Emperador Carlos V. isa 
90-knot armored cruiser of 9,090 tons, with 


barbette armor nearly 10 inches thick,carry- _ 


ing two ll-inch, eight 54-inch, four 3.9- 
inch, and various other guns, with six tor 
pedo tubes. The Cardenal Cisneros is a good 
armored cruiser of the well-known Oquendo 
type; but we are not certain that she will 
not be delayed, Mke the o.ner two already, 
mentioned, for Spain’s second reserve or 
ourth squadron.

A Message from the Past. 


T was the spring of 1865. Morning lifted two wings of light above the dark pines | 


and slowly dropped the radiant-eastern bars, one by one, for the sun to pass through 

and crown a perfect day. The sunshine fell like a smile of God upon the beautiful 

South; but little cared-the crowd of angry men, citizens and ragged soldiers in gray, 
for her beauty as they trampled under foot the golden bells of the jasmine that cov- 
ered the railroad bank at Barnet, unti] the air was heavy with fragrance, as they crowded 
about the car in which Major Moses was carrying gold bullion to deliver to the federal 
authorities stationed in Augusta, after Lee’s surrender. *) | 

The war had confused men’s ideas, and the soldiers, who were unpaid, swore that the 
gold was as much theirs as any one’s. In front of the angry wd swaying round the 
sidetrack where Major Moses had switched off the treasure car stood a young soldier, 
his arm in a‘sling, who wore the epaulets of an inferior officer; he was tramping home 
after the surrender, for he had been with Lee in Petersburg and helped to form that 
“thin, gray line” which kept Grant at bay during that terrible winter. : 

He was heartsore and desperate, and although he knew what fearful suffering a 
continuance of the war would have meant for the South, his dark eyes flashed as he 
heard Major Moses say firmly: 

“Tt is my duty to deliver this gold tothe United States government—the govern- 
ment which has conquered us—and I shall do.so. The law as well as our honor—” 

Here a ragged little drummer boy began to pound his drum, drowning the rest of 


: the sentence. Then a soldier cried out: 


“We will not let you hand that money over to the Yankees while we starve!” 

*“*Do you want to give them everything?” asked another, loudly. 

Jeers followed. Where drunis beat law is silent; the crowd, seizing the treasure car, 
began pushing it towards the depot. » 

But Major Moses, who stood in front of the train, leaped forward, sprang into the 
doorway as it, rolled along, and,.drawing his sword. cried: 

“You shall not touch it! It Is intrusted to me to deliver, and I will defend ft with 
my life!’’ 

The car soon reached the depot, and there two or three other officers came to Major 
Moses’ assistance; they appealed to the honor, the patriotism of the crowd, but they 
appealed in vain. | 

“The gold belongs to us!"’ the soldiers cried. “We have fought and bled for the 
South, and we will not let you hand it over to the Yankees and leave us here to starve.” 

“* Shall we go to seek for our wives and children, whose homes are in ashes, empty- 
handed?” cried the young officer with the sling, who seemed to have fallen naturally 
into the position of ningleader, in a voice whose passion and desperation thrilled across 
every heartstring. 

“I will beg that rations be handed out to the starving soldiers of the South,” said 
Major Moses. | } 

Words sometimes mean more than swords and hurt worse. 

“Beg!” they jeered. “‘ Not while we can take our own! And we are armed to do 
it!” they declared, closing about their leader. 

Followed by that desperate, hungry, conquered crowd, the young officer sprang 
upon the treasure car. ee 

Major Moses had advanced, sword in hand, swearing to plunge ft into the first man 
who entered, when the young officer caught the naked blade. Major Moses’ eyes fell 
upon his epaulets. 

* Hold!” he said. ‘“‘ I am one and you are many; but your rank, sir, indicates that . 
you are a gentleman, and your wound that you area gallant soldier. I appeal to you 
in the name of that spirit of honor which belongs to all brave men to assist me in the 
discharge of my trust—and your country’s.” | 

' The young officer was silent a moment, but he was conquered. : 

“I must, I suppose,” he said at length, and, turning to the crowd, he cried: 
* Boys, I am one of you—as poor, as hungry, as homeless—but we have not lost all; let 
us still keep our honor as brave men.” 

Springing down, he went about from group to group until he quieted them; then, 
returning to Major Moses, he saluted and said: . : 

“ Sir, you can now continue your tripto Augusta in safety—they will not disturb 
you again.” } 

With a farewell glance of sympathy and pity for those whose garb resembled his 
own, he turned and left the crowd. Many of them muttered angrily as he passed. He 
sat down under a great pine up which a jasmine clambered, bearing long arms full 
of beauty and fragrance far up its stately height. But he heeded neither the radi-

Over 1,300 mrail carriers in Chicago donned 
the new gray helmet and lightweight sum- 
mer uniforms yesterday morning, in accord- 
ance with the order issued by Postmaster 
Gordon three weeks age. The outfits at- 
tracted considerable attention during the 
day, especially among down-town crossing 
policemen, who still are made to wear their 
heavy dress coats. The hot weather and 
the cool uniforms of the letter carriers’ 
caused much grumbling among the police- 
men, who say their comfort is being ignored, 
while their officers are wearing the coolest 
of summer outfits.
